Boosted. 


A football game was played here yes- 


terday by JM?' University of Nevada 
and the Normal School of Chlco, Cal. 


The attendance waa not BO great as 


could have been desired and the game 
was not financially,a success. 
This 


was due to it not having been ad- 
vertised. 
When the visitors arrived 


Friday night and were greeted at the 
'>*,•* ,•• -' 
station 'fey the student body and the 
Cadet Band,, the .people of Reno were 
uninformed of the .nature of the cele- 
bration . 


Neither The Journal nor tbe Gazette 


had announced the game. This omis- 
sion needs some explanation. 


Several weeks ago a crowd of stu- 


dents hazed a number of freshmen, and, 
while attempting to capture one of 
them, the latter took a couple shots at 
his would-be captors. 


A fair and Impartial write-up of the 


Incident was made In each of the dally 
papers. The only exception to the ar- 
ticle in The Journal was made by a 
brother of the boy who did the shoot- 
ing and he justified the boj> by pub- 
lishing a signed card in this paper. 


A few days later the Student Rec- 


ord, the official organ of the atudent 
body of the University, in ponderous 
words and stlltlfied sentences, took the 
Reno dallies to task. 


Immediately on the heels of this im- 


mature bum-up came the football 
game. Hitherto the boys have had their 
window cards, and tickets printed by 
one of the newspaper offices, 
but 


neither the Gazette nor The Journal 
were patronized this time. The boys 
"boycotted" the papers. 


During former athletic seasons The 


Journal has published many columns 
of notices of these games and has 
never charged a cent, the good will of 
this paper towards the students is such 
that It gives them thte valuable ad- 
vertising, while churches and benefici- 
ary societies are required to pay for 
similar service. 
' 


But boys are often like republics—un- 


grateful. Furthermore they are prone 
to lose their heads and fly off on a 
tangent. This Is the heritage of warm- 
blooded, impulsive youth, and no critic- 
ism is made of them for it. 


The writer qf this article, without, the 


knkowledge of the publisher of The 
Journal, was approached on two occa- 
sions by University students and furn- 
ished with copy boasting this football 
game. 


The students were informed that 


space in The Journal's columns was 
theirs free of charge, but that first 
the-student body officials must pre- 
pare a signed card to the effect that 
the Student Record article was un- 
authorized by the Independent Asso- 
ciation nor. did it express the senti- 
ments of the student body, and, fur- 
thermore, that it would be retracted in 
the next Issue. 


The only reason for The Journal re- 


quiring the retraction of the Record 
article is that the publication la sent 
article is that the publication is sent 
to the families of students throughout 
the State and might be deemed by 
some readers as solemn fact Instead of 
a rhetorical contortion for the gratifi- 
cation of an individual and unwarrant- 
ed soreness.

against it when the subject has been under toiisid 
rration. 


The frames of the constitution evident!} be- 


leived that in the course of events it would become 
necessary to change some parts of it, for they wise- 
ly provided the method for the change which ibis 
plan proposes, a method by which up to the pre-> 
ent time fifteen changes have been wrought. 
Jt is 


furthermore evident that ihey had in view the mode 
and manner of electing the Senators and whether 
in their sovereign and political capacity, or as a peo 
pie, was left subject to such changes as the wisdom 
and experience of future ages might determine. 
Such wisdom and experience has determined in la 
vor of the populor election, and it onl> remains for 
Congress to provide the means for submitting the 
matter to the people ol the several States \\lio 
would ratitv it bs practical!} a unanimous vote.

HE event which i_au-ed the nation to mourn 
haslet manv people to thinking 
At first 


there was some impulsive uttering^, which were 
perhaps to be expected 
although not Irom the 


sources from which ruanv ol thrrn came, from men 
in positions of public teachers and public- leadeiship 
With such men. lor the most pait, the impulsive- 
ness has pasted a w a v , and talrn and serious tonsid 
eration has succeeded it 
There art- -,Uc-h men at 


Senator Oolliv ei and Ho..t er 
i 
\\ a'-hn.^toii, and 


other serious thinkers, who are raising the question 
whether the conditions are as they should be as re- 
gards an assertive public sentiment. Are we as 
jealous of the supremacy of the law as we should 
be, and do we hold the officials up to the standard 
of authority as they should be held > 
When an ex- 


treme crime u, committeedj is it true that the culprit, 
if known, is always brought to the extreme penaltv 
of the law ' 
But it ib as much the province of a 


government, to protect the person and property, as 
it it to punish those \vho refuse to regard their 
rights and safet> 
It is the wholesome motive of 


law and authority to pievent crime, and the en- 
lorcetnent of the penalty for its commission is real- 
ly more ot a necessity incidental than a fundement- 
al purpose 


But it is an open lact that the laws are often 


more than winked at" throughout 
the land 
We 


call them 'dead letters" as a sort of explanatory 


, apology but there is a dangerous lesson in their de- 
liberate official defiance 
We speak more particu- 


larly ot such laws as prohibit gambling, selling of 
liquor and puntv of election statutes, which aie 
openh v lolated, and often with official sanction in 
the States where they exist. 
Better, far better that 


there shuuld be no such laws if they are to be vio- 
lated vuth impuniu , for it breeds a general con- 
tempt lor all laws and is a greater promoter of law- 
lessness than temptation to commit crime for piofit 
or ans other unworthy motive 


Let all laws be rigidly enforced, and it any are 


unpopular, or difficult to enforce because of public 
sentiment let them be repealed 
But while they 


remain on the statute books it is the duty of the 
public officials' to see that they are enforced as 
promptly as an> other criminal law which provides 
a penulty. 


We speak more particularly of other States than 


Nevada where the law is perhaps as promptly en- 
forced as anv where in the Union. 
It is in States 


where uuen forced liquor, gaming and laws of that 
character exist, and where theii non-enforcement is 
due to deielictionof public officials who make them- 
selves accessories to the crimes of those whom it is 
their svvorn duty to bring to justice. 
Every nnen- 


forced law is a breeder ol general lawlessness, which 
is but a short step from absolute anarchy

IT IS to be hoped that the -eport that the ban-
